The Supreme Court ruled

that employers must bargain with 
foremen's unions. 


The ruling was made on an ap- 


peal by the Packard Motor compa- 
ny of Detroit from a National La- 
bor Relations Board decision. The 
company contended foremen were 
not employes within the meaning 
of the Wagner Labor Relations Act 
Justice Jackson delivered

court's 6-to-4 decision. 


Justice Douglas wrote a dissent 
which Chief Justice Vlnaon and 
^Justice Burton concurred. 


Justice Frankfurter also dissent- 
ed from the majority although not 
concurring entirely In the view* 
Douglas expressed for the minori- 
ty
